OUR LONDON GABLE. 


THE REPUBLICAN TRIUMPH 


The British with Continued Encourage- 
ment Will 
Markets of Liverpool and Glasgow 


Join in the Buying— 


Likely to Lead in Any Speculative 
Rush Which May Converge Amer- 
ican Stocks—Discount Forced Up.

LONDON, Novy. 11.—I have not seen 
for many months such an excitement in 
Throgmorton Street as broke out the 
day news reached us of the Republican 
triumph. All day long from early morn- 
ing there was a bustling and bellowing 
throng, and when the Exchange closed at 
4 P. M. swarms of excited operators 
blocked up the court and street outside. 
Dealings were wild and extensive, but 
business was all professional; arbitra- 
gists and speculators were inside and 
outside the house. 

I called on several firms of brokers 
with extensive country and West End 
connections, and every one told me the 
same story—‘ We are not executing buy- 
ing orders for our clients.”” The largest 
of these brokers looked up the day’s bar- 
gain book and said, ‘‘ We have executed 
two orders to-day in American rails, 
both sales by clients.” 

True as this is, I have no doubt that if 
the buying on your side continues as 
daily reported, we shall presently join in. 
The British public never does buy when 
things are cheap and discredited, but the 
attraction of stocks mounting and 
mounting day after day soon becomes 
irresistible. Were it not for this, how 
could the professional operator ever 
make a fortune? As yet, the buyer of 
the morning is the seller in the after- 
noon, It is mere scalpers’ work, and the 
shares are not lifted and taken away. 
But people seem to have oversold them- 
selves in their eagerness to get quick 
profits, and the shares are undoubtedly 
mostly on your side, but we only need 
encouragement to be induced once more 
to pour what money we have into your 
securities. 

Unfortunately our speculative invest- 
ing class is precious hard up. A West 
End man, qualified to speak, told me the 
other day that it hangs on to its South 
African commitments by the eyelaslies 
and wants a rise in Kafirs to release it 
for a fresh play. I fear that this desid- 
eratum is not quite at hand. In the 
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provinces, however, money has been 
made cutside certain departments of 
Lancashire trade all this year in heaps, 
and I think it quite probable the mare 
kets of Liverpool and Glasgow may lead 
in any speculative rush that may con- 
verge your stocks. 

That we should have been excited at 
all, and’ that the mood of the market 
should have changed as it has done, 
from doubt to confidence, is a remark- 
able testimony to the influence Bryan’s 
bimetallic heresy had in unsettling the 
moneyed people’s minds. 

Thanks to steady borrowing, the Bank 
of England sensibly hardened the rates 
for money last week, and on Friday the 
supplies were so bare as to drive Sunday 
borrowers to the Bank for three-day 
loans at 4% per cent. Discount has fn 
consequence been forced up close to the 
Bank rate. 

Many people cannot get their paper 
marketed at less and are shaving only a 
sixteenth a twenty-second in other 

; cases. This is proved by the willingness 
of the bill brokers to sell paper they have 
bought to the banks at 3% per cent, 
Nevertheless the market is not appre- 
ciably easier in its mind, the future Is so 
uncertain. 

On Monday £2,500,000 of Treasury bills 
have to be tendered for, and I do not 
think the Government will get the money 
‘much under 4 per cent. These bills rep- 
resent renewals, but £1,500,000 is to re- 
place old bills held by the Bank of Eng- 
land and paid off last September. Should 
the market take all the new paper, it 
follows that £1,500,000 extra money will 
have to be furnished by it to the Govern- 
ment. This will help to keep the rates 
stiff. 

The most encouraging fact of the mo- 
ment is a slight recovery in the Paris 
chéque. It is just high enough to re- 
move the dread of heavy exports in gold 
to France. About New York we have 
ceased to be afraid. A. J. W,

There were no declines, 


Not since the buoyant days of last year 
has the outside market seen as much ac- 
tivity or shown as much strength as it 
did during the week that has just passed. 
The burst of enthusiasm which followed 
the re-election of McKinley led to the 
placing in the market of large buying or- 
ders in almost every section of the list 
and the response was a very general and 
material advance in prices. To’ some ex- 
tent these developments merely carried 
out the pre-election predictions, but the 
improvement in the market was probably 
greater than the majority had dared to 
hope for. The change for the better did 
not appear to be merely a transient 
movement soon to be followed by disap- 
pointing reaction, but, on the contrary, 
seemed to have enough inherent strength 
to carry the market to substantially bet- 
ter figures and to lead to continued ac- 
tivity. As a whole the market improved 
from day to day, that on Saturday 
prices were in most cases at about the 
best for the week, and demand for stock 
on that day good as during 
the earlier days of the week. In the past 
it ha “mn generally true that the out- 
side market shows the result of improved 
conditions later than does the Stock Ex- 
change market, and if the holds 
good in the present instance, past 
week's developments on the 
considered as giving encouraging prom- 
ise of what may be expected of that mar- 
ket in the near future. All sig 
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| the 


dence and even of hesitancy seem to 
have passed, and it cannot be doubted 
thdt the public has again resumed a 
place in curb market trading. 


Public buying was the one thing need- 
ed to bring about large improvement in 
outside stocks, and this recently lacking 
element appears now to have been sup- 
plied on a scale sufficiently large to in- 
sure improvement that will show lasting 
effects. During recent months a process 
of assimilation and adjustment of prices 
has been going on, and it would appear 
that in most parts of the market a con- 
dition had been reached that practically 
assured a favorable course of prices upon 
the resumption of activity. No doubt 
some quotations have been materially 
affected by inside manipulation, but, on 
the other hand, it is true that in most 
instances advances have been healthy 
and warranted by the conditions prevail- 
ing. Many disquieting possibilities have 
been put at rest by the result of the re- 
cent election, and the general improve- 
ment in buSiness that seems assured can 
hardly fail to benefit materially many 
stoeks traded in on the curb. 


From some points of view the develop- 
ments in Standard Oil were the most in- 
teresting of the week. This stock had 
for so long been steadily advancing that 
any ordinary increase in the price of the 
issue would pass without special com- 
ment, but a gain of nearly a hundred 
points is at all times a matter of note. 
From 610, at which price the stock 
closed on the Saturday of the week be- 
fore last, Standard Oil advanced to and 
crossed 700, and closed for the week at 

682 bid, a net gain of 72 points. It can 
hardly be doubted that the stock had to 
some extent been held down by the ap- 
proach of the National election, and its 
advance was principally due to the re- 
sult of that election. Certainly the 
stock’s phenomenal gain cannot be at- 
tributed to the declaration during the 
week of the quarter’s dividend in the 
sum of 10 per cent., for that dividend 
fell short of the predictions that had 


| been made in some quarters, 12 per cent. 


having been spoken of as the probable 
amount of this quarter’s payment. Pre- 
dictions of very high prices for the stock 
have been freely made in the recent past, 
and the event has fully justified the pre- 
diction. What may be expected of the 
company in the way of dividends in the 
future is a matter of much uncertainty 
and one concerning which few can come 
to a definite, intelligent conclusion. It 
seems fair, however, to presume that the 
company will continue to make very 
large distributions of profit, and in this 
sense the recent advance in the stock 
may be fully justified, if the past year 
may be taken as any guide to the future. 
The 10 per cent. just declared makes the 
total dividends for the present year 
amount to 48 per cent., which represents 
a payment on the stock for twelve 
months of nearly $48,000,000. Some idea 
of the meaning of last week's advance 
can perhaps be-had when it is considered 
that the week's net gain represents an 
increase of $72,000,000 in the market 
value of the Standard Oil property. 

Many other industrials were active and 
strong, though in few cases were the ad- 
made due to special develop- 
ments. The general increase in confi- 
dence resulting in larger purchases of 
stocks stands as the chief explanation of 
the gains made. The record of trading 
in these issues is little more than an ac- 
count of good demand in the of 
relatively small supply, evidenced in the 
gains which showed at the close of the 
week’s trading.
